Ginstitiition : 1 beg Jea¥é to inguite 
of you what qualifications are necessary wn- 
‘der the present State administration, to ren- 
der a man eligible to the office of Superior 
Judge? Iknow what the constitutional and 
legal qualifications are, but as Governor Bul- 
lock ignores them, I am anxious to know 
{what is necessarily requisite with him, to 
qualify a man for the position. The fifth 
page of the tenth Section of the fifth Article 
of the Constitution, declares that no person 
shall be Judge of the Superior Court unless 
he has practiced law for seven years. With 
Governor Bullock this is a needleas require- 
ment, when he comes to make his « gp * oe 
ments. Section 228 of the Code declares 
that no person is eligible to such judgsbip 
who has not been an iphabitant of the cir- 
cuit over which be is to preside for at least 
one year. next preceding] the time. This is 
a legal requirement that Governor Bullock 
regards as needicss. One hundred and 
twenty-ninth Seetion of the Code is the oath 
that all public officers are required to take 
and subseribe. All public officers certainly 
embraces judges of the Superior Court. 
The appointee in this oath, among other 
things,.is required to swear that he is con- 
stitutionally and iagaily qualified to hold said 
office, and that he has been a resident of the 
circuit for the time required by the Consti- 
tution and laws, which is twelve monthe. 
The law requires that an appointee must 
have been duly admitted, and licensed to 
practice. The graduates of the Lumkin 
Laws School may be admitted upon presen- 
tation of his diploma and payment of fees.

acres, near the Potomac river, west of the 
Capitol. This site was deeded in 1549. The 
view is beautiful, and the monnment visible 
from ail parts of the city and country. 

‘The plan of the monument proposes an 
obelisk 517 feet high, and a pantheon or base. 
The cost of the obelisk will be $552,000, and 
of the whole work, $1,222,000. 

On the 4th of Jniy, 1548, the corner stone 
was laid with great ceremonies. Robert C. 
Winthrop, then Speaker of the House, made 
the oration. In 1854 over $230,000 had been 
collected andspen', and the obelisk raised 170 
feet. 

The foundation of the obelisk is eighty-one 
feet square, eight feet below the surface of the 
ground, and it is contracted in its progress so 
as to be sixty-one feet ten inches at the top. 
The obelisk commences at the height oi 
seventeen feet six inches above the ground, 
fifty-five feet square, cased with marble, with 
walls fifteen feet thick, leaving a cavity of 
twenty-five feet, which will be ascended ly 
siairs and by machinery. 

In 1855 an effort was made to cet a Con- 
gressional appropriation, but failed. In 1859 
Congress incorporated the “ National Wash- 
ington Monument Society.” Among the in- 
sorporators was General Scott. By the time 
the company got to work the war came on 
and stopped proceedings. Since the war the 
managers have fruitlessly besieged Congress 
for help. It would seem that Radicalism 
vents its devotion to the venerated Pater 
Patriae in lavish expenditures, not on senti- 
mental monuments, but in keeping the Union 
broken as long as possible, and in a general 
system of sicalage of the public funds. To 
feed living asees rather than do glory to dead 
lions, is the cardinal doctrine of the Radical 
theory. 

In 1859 South Carolina gave $1,000 annu- 
-} ally to build the monument. In 1860 this 
same State contributed $10,962 10 at the polls 
to the monument. appeal to all the 
churches of the United States on Sunday, 
Febuary 21st, 1869, brought the vast sum of 
$176. All told the company has but $12,000 
to push the monument forward. All the 
States have contributed blocks to go in the 
monument, and also many societies. Switzer- 
land, Romc, Bremen, Turkey, Greece, China 
and Japan, have contributed. 

It would be remarkable indeed,if the South 
should build a great monument to her belov- 
ed Lee, long before the great nation erects its 
tardy mausoleum}fto the memory of Wash- 
ington, the country's father.
